cast the mad young soldiar; the army life
ngain, after the grateg cell had disgorged
him: the peandalous pecond marriage,
with its still deesper shame, the clashes
with the infuriated father: the exile in
Bwitsariand, with Its wretched hack
work and poverty and misery; the pre-
morses lesas Iatters de cachet which shoved
him into the Vinocennes dungeon, whers,
lke & mad baast, he raged and tore Away
at himself for three and a half years

And then recall the fact of the ascape
from the Vincennes dungeon and the re-
turn to France, anfl the ambassarorship
to the Prussian court and its wretched
fallure, and the unutterable anguish of
the man's grief as ha realized the collapae
of tha first really worthy enterpriss to
which he had ever dedicated his bBrain
and will powaer.

Mad not the moat ([lustrone af ths
ancients mdvocale the resort to self-
desaruction when lUfe's way seems hope-
lesaly dark? And was not this the time
for the most miserable man In the woeld
to avall himself of the advics of Senacn
and Cato?

He was # years old, and had done ab-
solutely nothing but evil. His snormous
appatites and Papsions had well nigh
wrecked his powerful body, and his al-
most superhuman brain did nothing but
nurse and brood over Its blasted hopes
and unfulfilled ambitions

Poor Mirabean!

But hold! The king wants momeay for
himself and his favorites, and he ealls
together the repressntatives of the es-
tates of the realm—a sort of genaral cor-
vention. as t were. of thse natlon. If
Louls had had the smallest inkling of
what he was really doing he would never
have called that meeting, but he called
it, and among the representatives that
gathered in response to the call sat Mirs-
benu—sent by the people of Marsellles
to be their spokesman before the king,
the nobility and the clorgy.

It s unnecassary to dwell upon what
happened almost immediately after the
sotate got together at Versailles -how
when the “notables”” begnn turning up
thelr noses at the representatives of the
peopie those hitherto inconsequential gen-
tlemen retired and set up busineas on
thelr own hook under the name aof the
National Assembly,

Of the famous body Mirabsan became
at once the head and soul, and when the
Natlonal Assembly blossomed into the
Constituent Amsembly that also was dom-
inated by e mighty personality of the
man from Marseilles.

Events crowded upon each ofhar thick
and fast. and when the Bastile went
down with a crash along with 1t fall the
Inat hope of the privileged classes that
had for centuries explolted and oppresssd
the people.

A new regime was at hand. “But what
sort of a regime?’ orled the now Eroat
Mirabesau. “A regime of settled order,”’
he thundered. Not anarchy, but har-
mony “You are at last supreme,” he
sald to the people, “and now ses to I
that vou act wisely. Don't tarn this
thing into & carnival of blood. By all
means establish liberty and justice, but
establish them along with security and
order.'
